C9n  to  sold  only  throe  davs  a  -Tc^-k,  neats  only  two  days  a  week.     Fats  and 
oils  are  rationed,  and  sr-allor  allcr  anccs  of  spaghetti  and  rice  arc  in 
store  after  Lec.  1.     Normally  Sk  percent  of  Italy's  inports  arrive  "by 
sea.     About  80  percent  must  pass  by  Gibraltar. 
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
